Berlin, Nov. 2.—Information given 


out today for the press in

"Progress of the fighting on the 


front in the north of Frapce is re- 
garded here as highly favorable. The

thrown back yesterday across the 
Alane at a point near Soissons, and 
that the operations * already 
had 


been extended to the west front of 
Verdun, is regarded as the most fav- 
orable issued for some time past. 
"Letters from the front reaching 


Berlin described the fighting between 
Nleuport and Tpres as probably the 
fiercest of the whole war. The Ger- 
mans forced their way southward by 
repeated night attacks. The toll of 
death was great on both sides. 


"The fighting in Poland has not 


yet recommenced, but in Oalicla, ac- 
cording to special despatches, events 
would appear to be approaching a 
decisive moment.

ceived here from Cracow says the 
Russians have been 
thrown back 
across the river San and ejected from 
LesaUk, whence the Austrians pur- 
sued them for a distance of four 
miles. 
An Austrian official

Although no formal statement was 


issued, White House officials say Mr. 
Wilson is confident both Senate and 
House will be safely Democratic as the 
result of tomorrow's elections.

On the outcome of tomorrow's elec- 


tion however, depends whether the 
President will call an extra session of 
congress later this month. It was un- 
derstood there would be no extra ses- 
sion if the party retains control of 
congress.

A Russian 
gunboat was sunk there and a French 
merchant ship was damaged. Later 


Turkish officers landed at Theodosla, 
in Crimea, 'but the Russian governor 
promptly imprisoned them. 


This map shows the western coast 


of the Black Sea, where the Turks will 
probably asscil Russian towns. It also 
shows the Aegean, where they may at- 
tack Greece. The port of Avtona, on tin 
east coast of tne Adriatic, command- 
ing the straits between Italy and the 
mainland, a part of Albania, baa been 
occupied by the Italians. Had Italy 
taken this action before the war she 
vould have precipitated a crisis that 
might ha\e brought on the great con- 
flict much sooner.

N<'.trly two weeks «#o we published a challenge to the 


supporters of Prohibition and opponents of Home ttulo, 
ofD'Hng to debate two certain resolutions in any one of 
thjse clmrchoH of the city where these questions have 
begn discuHsed from the Prohibition viewpoint. To this 
challenge you replied Complaining of the omission of our 
signatures and stated that one of said resolutions was not 
debatable as it ^as not an issue and that a committee of 
both leagues could confer on the matter. Your secre- 
tary failed to kt'ep his appointment and ftuid challenge 
was renewed and you were requested to definitely accept 
or reject said challenge. 


You then published a statement, Friday afternoon, un- 


der head lines, "Challenge Accepted, Etc.," which WAS 
NOT an acceptance, as will be seen from an examination 
of our challenge and your alleged acceptance thereof . 


A proposal to debate certain definite resolutions at 


certain specified places cannot be accepted by CHANG- 
JN(J those resolutions and places of debate. 


If our proposal was unsatisfactory to you, yoii, of 


course, had the right to reject it, but you cannot 
CIIANXiE a proposal, or offer, thereby, in effect, reject-' 
ing it, and still validly claim to have accepted it. 


Anticipating your denial of having changed said reso- 


lution and to put that matter beyond controversy, we 
•prfeit below in parallel columns, on the right our resolu- 
tion as published; on the left, your changed copy as pub- 
lished. The part omitted is printed in capitals.

By changing it thus, you leave out a vital element of 


ttie original resolution. It will not answer to say that 
tfie omission was unintentional and not material for, 
adding to your own resolution the part omitted it reads 
thus: 


."RESOLVED, That the Home Rule Amend- 


ment^ repealing the Rose County Prohibition 
Law, SHOULD BE ADOPTED on the ground 
that the said Home Rule Amendment is unfair 
and un-American, We affirm, you deny." 


This puts you in the position of affirming that Home 


Rule should be adopted. Is that what .you mean to state? 
If so, we agree. 


Taking any horn of your dilemma, can it be truthfully 


t»aid that said resolutions were not changed? 


Can you honestly say that you accepted our challenge? 
And, 
after your changing those resolutions and the 


terms of their proposed discussion, an intelligent and 
fair-minded public will undoubtedly detect the deception 
of your statement in which you untruthfully state that 
our challenge was accepted. Nor do AVC believe that your 
misconstruction or misrepresentation of our statements 
will suffice to divert our opposition to Prohibition and 


distort it into an attack on, or a challenge t < > 1 he Christian 
religion. We claim to have as much revcron.-e as you can 
have for all places of worship of all deti'miinations and 
for you to refuse to meet us in debate in V"11' church on 
the'ground that such a discussion would be a sacrilege 
was not well founded in the light of the precedents es- 
tablished by those churches inviting the public- to hear 
discussions of public questions in the past. 


If our memorv is correct, the amendments to the Con- 


stitution of 1912, at the invitation of a Mou'sCluh of that 
parish, were discussed pro and con, without objection or 
sacrilege, in the church of one of those ministers named 
:'n your so-called acceptance. 


If you wanted your people to hear but one side of this 


question, you had a right to reject our proposal. 


You say, in assigning other reasons therefor, that the 


debate should not occur in a church, because, "being out 
of your accustomed place, you would appeal- strange and 
handicapped there in your argument." 


Were yon then opposed to this debate in such .place for 


our benefit? 


This seems hypercritical. 
Hypocracy never helped 


anv cause. 


Your "holier than thou" attitude concerning the place 


of debate, with its insinuations, lacking the straightfor- 
wardness of positive provable statements, ^ore in such 
striking contrast with the ethics of fair and manly con- 
troversy that your secretary, iMr. Robert W. Howard, 
disclaims responsibility for such tactics; for, in a conver- 
sation with us, that was reported by a most competent 
stenographer, he said, "That (the statement of Friday) 
goes in the paper tonight, I CAN'T HELP IT, you 
know." 


Your evasive, delaying tactics made it IKA\ impossible 


for us to secure Mr. Windlc to debate even jour garbled 
resolutions. That it was fear of Mr. Windle. rather than 
to avoid sacrilege, that prompted you to reject our chal- 
lenge is evidenced by another of Mr. Howard's remarks 
in that same reported conversation, as follows, "Reve- 
rend Stull said they could have it in his church, then af- 
terwards they refused to have it there." 


What kind of a cause is yours, that rests on such trick- 


ery and hypocracy? Is it the cause of FANATICISM 
that burns at the stake and crucifies all who disagree 
with it; the cause that wrote the "Blue Laws" of Con- 
necticut; that miv decide to abolish the use of tobacco, 
tea and coffee, if it finds them unnecessary to its own 
comfort; the cause, unless rebuked, that ni.iy finally arro- 
gate to itself the duty of deciding all questions of man's 
civil and religious duties and enforce them with the laws 
of the state f 


This may explain the tactics you have followed in this 


correspondence, but it cannot excuse or justify you in 
claiming to have accepted a challenge which, through 
fear, you rejected.
